DID NOT WANT PRESIDENCY 

Doctor Shaw Tells How Her Election 
as Head of Woman’s Suffrage As¬ 
sociation Came About. 

It is interesting, now that it is ru¬ 
mored that Doctor Shaw is to lay 
down the presidency of the National 
American Woman’s Suffrage associa¬ 
tion, to recall how unwilling she was 
to assume it in 1904. 

In her recently published autobi¬ 
ography, “The Story of a Pioneer,” she 
says: “Miss Anthony immediately 

urged me to accept the presidency of 
the National association, which I was 
now most unwilling to do. I had 
lost my ambition to be president, and 
there were other reasons, into which 
I need not go again, why I felt that I 
could not accept the post. 

"At last, however. Miss Anthony ac¬ 
tually commanded me to take the 
place, and there was nothing to do 
but obey her. She was then eighty- 
four, and, as it proved, within two 
years of her death. 

“It was no time for me to rebel 
against her wishes, but I yielded with 
the heaviest heart I have ever car¬ 
ried, and after my election to the 
presidency at the national conven¬ 
tion in Washington. I left the stage, 
went into a dark corner of the wings, 
and for the first time since my girl¬ 
hood cried myself sick.’ ”

Thus does time 
rectify injustice done, give it but years 
enough! It may be doubted now 
whether Washington Irving painted 
the portrait of this administrator 
fairly. 

How Zeppelin Bombs Break Windows. 

Why do window panes broken by a 
Zeppelin bomb explosion fall outward? 
This question is causing a discussion 
at London. 

A Chester schoolmaster says the 
explosion causes a wave of condensed 
air to strike the window and force it 
inwards a little. This suddenly com- __ 
presses the air in contact wtih the in¬ 
ner surface of the glass and the re¬ 
action of this increased pressure sup¬ 
ports the glass like a cushion. The 
! air condensation travels as a wave to 
the opposite wall of the room, where 
• It Is reflected and sent back to the 
window, thus pushing it outwards. By 
this time, however, the wave of rari- 
fled air which follows the original con¬ 
densation due to- the explosion has ar¬ 
rived. So the combined extra pres- 
' sure inside and decreased pressure 
1 outside sends the glass into the street.

NORTH OF THE ARCTIC CIRCLE 

Investigation Has Shown That Agri¬ 
culture May Very Well Be Car¬ 
ried On in the Region. 

That crop production may be prac¬ 
ticed north of the Arctic circle is one 
of the interesting facts brought out 
by a report on a reconnoissance soil 
survey in Alaska. This embodies the 
results of a study of the soils of a 
vast area in Alaska by experts of the

bureau of soils, made tor me purpose 
of determining the possibilities of 
agricultural development. 

It was found that gardening is car¬ 
ried on and grass thrives in Alaska, 
up to and north of the Arctic circle. 

In addition it is shown that the cli¬ 
mate and soils of Finland are very 
similar to those of Alaska, the lati¬ 
tude of the two regions being practi¬ 
cally identical. In Finland a number 
of crops are grown at a considerable 
distance north of the Arctic circle. 
Barley, for example, is generally 
grown as far north as 68 degrees 
30 minutes, or 2 degrees north of 
the circle. Almost 7,000,000 acres in 
Finland were under cultivation and in 
improved meadow in 1911. That _ 
country has a population of 3,140,000 — 
(reported in 1911), and about 85 per 
cent of this number live outside the 
cities. Crop production, stock rais¬ 
ing and dairying are important indus¬ 
tries.

To Facilitate Work Among the Boys. 

At a business meeting of the Con¬ 
gregational church last Thursday 
evening it was voted to make certain 
changes in the basement of the 
church “to permit the further exten¬ 
sion of the boys’ work.” Briefly, this I 
means the installation of a floor in 
a large section of the church basement 
which was left unfinished when the 
structure was built. When this is 
done it will provide a place for the 
activities—during certain seasons—of 
the boys’ club, which has grown to 
such large proportions that the work 
must either be given up or additional 
quarters provided. The club now 
numbers about 40, and is growing 
rapidly. The members are not con¬ 
fined to any denomination, but em¬ 
brace all in the village; it is strictly 
an undenominational organization, 
with practically self-government, and 
is doing an incalculable amount of 
good for the youngsters. The changes 
in the church are calculated to provide 
opportunity for games, gymnastics, 
etc., which cannot now be indulged 
in. The space will not be reserved 
for boys alone, but will provide op¬ 
portunity for the girls as well.

Some years ago there was seen in a 
silver mine of Laurium a curious in- ] 
stance of the resuscitating power of , 
light after many years.

An iron spur was found on the battle¬ 
field of Brandywine, Pa., and recently 
presented to Independence Hall mu , 
seum by J. E. Picking of Philadelphia, j < 
on whose father’s farm it was plowed 
up When first discovered it was at- j 
tached to a long cavalryman’s boot, 
which immediately fell to pieces when - 
handled, leaving the spur, greatly rust¬ 
ed and corroded, but intact. When | 
cleaned it appeared almost as good as

' ground since the battle of Brandywine, 
September 11, 1777.

Real “‘Fish Story.” 

An ancient Californian Indian tribe 
whose relics have been found are 
said to have used the bones from a 
whale’s head, painted red, as head and 
footstones tor their burial cairns, al¬ 
though the burial place was nearly 
100 miles from the sea.

In 1901 I visited Shobek, a fortified 
town less than fifty miles south of 
Amman, and, while standing on its 
huge fortifications, was told that the 
limit of its cultivated lands was fixed 
by the distance a rifle would send a 
bullet. In the same castle was a well 
with 365 steps cut in the solid rock 
leading to the precious water supply. 
Wells were dug at great expense 
where water was known or supposed 
to exist, hut for every one well there 
were thousands of cisterns and pools 
“hewed out” of the solid rock. Both 
pools and cisterns were protected in 
many places by walls and towers of 
defense. In my journeys east of the 
Jordan I have no doubt passed many 
ruins and towers dating from Uzziah’s 
time.—Christian Herald.

On March 6, 1844, Merrick Cooley 
j sold the Palmer and Monson property 
to his brother-in-law, John Ward of 
Palmer, for $4000. Mr. Ward held 
possession of the property but a short 
time, for on Nov. 2, 1844, he disposed 
of his interest in the Palmer portion 
of the Merrick farm to William H. 
Brad way of Palmer for the sum of 
$3000. Mr. Ward’s interest in this 
property was due to the fact that he 
had married Charlotte Cooley for his 
first wife, and after her death had 
married her sister, the widow Lucina 
Merrick. 

A notable change occurred in the 
history of our farm in Palmer when 
on Feb. 24, 1845, W. H. Brad way sold 
the Merrick farm to the town of 
Palmer for a poor farm for the sum of 
$2200. Prior to this date the town had 
farmed out the poor who were unable 
to care for themselves among dif¬ 
ferent families at a certain rate per 
week, or to the lowest bidder. Joseph 
H. Keith was appointed warden of 
the poor farm in 1855 and continued 
to act in that capacity with deserved 
favor till April 1, 1863, when he pur¬ 
chased the farm for $2200, and the 
new poor farm was located at the Old 
Center. About 1868 Mr. Keith re¬ 
moved the unsightly stone chim¬ 
ney from the center of the house, 
which added much to its improved 
appearance. Mr. Keith remained for 
thirty years on the farm after its pur¬ 
chase, and conducted it with a good 
degree of success. His two youngest 
children were born there, William and 
Dr. Silas. Desiring a change, Mr. 
Keith sold the farm March 17, 1893, to 
George H. Powers of Palmer for $2500. 
From this date down to 1906 the owner¬ 
ship of our ancient farm has passed j 
with such frequent occurrence from 
one to another that it is often a I 
tangled problem to find just how the j 
l matter stands, but the following 
statement seems to fairly present the 
facts:

On 
Nov. 1, 1902, Andreas N. Johnson 
sold the foregoing farm to Nellie M. 
Greer of Palmer for $2600, and finally, 
on Aug. 18, 1906, Nellie M. Greer sold 
the farm to Dwight C. Hathaway, 
who came from Chicopee, for the sum 
of one dollar and other considerations, 
and we are pleased to say that he is 
still the prosperous owner and 
manager of the ancient farm which 
for 195 years has passed through so 
many changes of ownership and 
variation of management, and he 
gives good evidence that he “hath-a- 
way” to manage the farm with 
efficiency and gain a good living 
thereon. 

In reviewing this sketch of a most 
interesting section of early and modern 
Palmer, it is a pleasing fact to note 
that from the prehistoric days when 
tradition tells of the summer camping 
ground on the banks of the sunny 
Wigwam Brook, when the dusky 
! maidens coaxed the corn to grow in 
its season and the Nipmuc braves 
ranged in the adjacent forest for game, 
down to the present, no tragedy has 
ever cast its shadow over the favored 
200 acres, but instead peace and good 
will have ever found a home here; yet 
men of action have dwelt here from 
the time the pioneer John Moor laid 
low the giant pines and let the sun¬ 
shine in for the opening acres to take 
on the garniture of civilization and 
gave place to the trained fruit orchard 
and fields of waving grain, and the 
brainy Barnard McNitt with Scotch 
persistence and persuasive arguments 
won the victory at the General Court 
for town rights, so much desired by 
our growing community. We also had 
the intrepid Captain Walker, the hero 
of two wars, who won the friendship 
and admiration ol Washington because 
of his valor. Then in due time came 
Mason, the successful tanner, and the 
Blanchards, who won fame and de¬ 
served success to their art, and others 
too numerous to mention, who served 
well their day and generation. But 
with the coming and going of the long 
procession of proprietors, the carving 
process with 200 acres kept a steady 
pace till now, after detaching the sev¬ 
eral lots of land and the highways— 
including the first Boston road which 
succeeded the Bay Path, the road lead¬ 
ing to the Old Center on the norh, the 
road from Blanchardvitle to the Cooley 
bridge, the roadbed of the Boston and 
Albany railroad, and last the roadbed 
of the Southern New England railroad 
which still halts for completion —there 


is but now about 126 acres left of the 
original farm, which includes the fine 
old eighteenth century mansion, a 
pleasing feature which we trust will 
long remain to Hnd the fleeting past, 
with .the present, and aid us in reading 
between the lines for the little ro¬ 
mances connected with the personal¬ 
ities which have held sway here and 
played their part on the stage and gave 
place to Others, just as it ever has been 
and will ever be while time remains 
for us to work out our destiny.

Light and Fast, Expected to Make Quick 
Time. Roller to be Delivered 
About April 1st. 

The committees appointed at the an¬ 
nual town meeting to purchase the 
forest fire motor truck and a steam 
road roller have completed their duties 
and the fire truck is already here and 
ready for use at any time.

COCKNEY AN OLD DIALECT 

Writer Asserts That Peculiar Pronun¬ 
ciations Have Been in Use for 
Hundreds of Years. 

Cockney speech has found a defen¬ 
der in Mr. Mackenzie MacBride, who 
undertakes to sho^ that Cockney is 
no modern dialect or corrupted form 
of the King s English, but that it is 
| of ancient and honorable lineage run¬ 
ning back for nearly a thousand years.

Bells,” says “thet” for “that,” “benk” 
for “bank,” and “byliff” for “bailiff,” 
he is really guilty of no corruption of 
the English language, since these pro¬ 
nunciations have obtained not only in 
London but in Kent and Surrey for 
hundreds of years. 

In like manner is Justified “abaht” 
and “ahtside” for “about” and “out¬ 
side.” It i 3 suggested that many Lon¬ 
doners have been laughed out of these 
“ancient and excellent” pronuncia¬ 
tions. Mr. MacBride earnestly urges 
them not to change their speech be¬ 
cause of any uncalled-for animadver¬ 
sions against it. 

Whether Mr. MacBride be correct or 
not in his contentions, it is a fact that 
Cockney has survived for many cen¬ 
turies in the midst of speech that is 
deemed more cultured. It is a curious 
fact that in the Bahama islands which 
were settled more than 200 years ago 
by Londoners, the Cockney speech is 
as strong as it is in Cheapside. 

FAMOUS IN BIBLICAL TIMES 

Persian City of Hamadan Has Had a 
Prominent Place Throughout 
the Centuries. 

Hamadan, in Persia, figures in Bib¬ 
lical as well as early Grecian history. 

1 It was the ancient Ecbatana, the treas¬ 
ure city captured and plundered by 
Alexander the Great, and it appears in j 
the Book of Esther a 3 Shushan, where 
! Ahasuerus, who “reigned from India 
: even unto Ethiopia,” gave way to the 
caprices of Vashti and was induced to 
' relent by the attraction of Esther 
! At Hamadan pious Jews still point 
' out the tombs of Mordecai and Esther, 

! which stand in a wooden-domed build¬ 
ing in the center of the town. There 
I is no doubt that the two wooden sar- 
; copl'.agi shown there are ancient, but 
there is considerable question of their 
: being what tradition ascribes. They 
J bear Hebrew inscriptions, one said to 
be of A. D. 557 and the other 841 A. 
j D. Near the city a large mound is 
| pointed out as the site of the palace 
i of Ahasuerus. A crudely carved lion, 

| on the site, is the subject of much leg- 
j end also. 

1 Five miles from Hamadan, in a 
j mountain gorge, is a famous stone 


with inscriptions in the Persian, Me¬ 
dian and Babylonian languages, which 
seems to have been placed there by 
Xerxes. These inscriptions supplied 
the key that enabled the cuneiform in¬ 
scriptions at Nineveh to be deciphered. 
The natives believe treasure lies 
buried under the stone. 

Hamadan was once famous for its 
white wines, but now its chief busi¬ 
ness is leather, which is much in de- ^ 
mand in Persia for harness and sad- I 
dies. Residents say the stench from 
the tanning pools prevents the clocks 
from keeping the correct time. Its 1 
population numbers 40‘,000, including 
4,000 Jews, and its position 6,000 feet j 
above the sea makes it a healthy place j 
to live in. 

To Reduce Flesh Safely. 

If one really wishes to reduce the 
flesh without injury, careful diet is 
absolutely necessary. Milk, eggs, fish, 
fowl and fresh fruits are good, and 
you must have lots of water, air and 
sunlight. Bicycle riding is better j * 
than walking, and dancing also helps i 
to reduce. 

Eat only simple, light foods without 1 
fats, greases, oils, starches and 
gravies. Shun all liquors and hot 
drinks—and eat nothing after five 
o’clock in the afternoon. Do not sleep 
over seven hours at night and avoid 
j an afternoon nap as you would the 
plague. The juice ot a lemon, taken 
in a glass of hot water with a tea¬ 
spoonful of rochelle salts at night is 
also good.

Miss Marie Keegan of Ware, about j 
55 years old, died in the Ware hospital < 
Saturday night from the effects of 
burns received and smoke inhaled in a 
fire in her home early that morning.

that she would not long survive. 

Miss Keegan had no near relatives, 
and lived alone. A cousin stated that 
on Friday she complained of a cold. 
It is supposed that she got up to take 
the medicine and in some way upset a 
lamp, as Mr. King on his first entrance 
noticed one on the lioor with fire burn¬ 
ing around it. 

The damage to the house was slight, 
being less t han $300, and w as covered 
by insurance.

Game and Fish Season. 


Came to End Tuesday Night. Perch and 
Bass May be Caught. 

Tuesday marked the end of the hunt¬ 
ing season, as well as the close of the 
fishing season for pickerel. The laws 
permitted the hunting of hares and 
rabbits until midnight of the last day 
of February, and this was also the last 
day when pickerel might be taken 
through the ice. The past- season has 
not been a good one far hares and rab¬ 
bits on account of the large amount of 
ice, which made tracking hard. Al¬ 
though there is no law to prevent fox 
hunting, by an unwritten law the 
sport ceases the first of March. Pick¬ 
erel may be caught again after April 
30. Perch—both white and yellow— 
and black bass are the only fish which 
may be caught legally just now. The 
season on bass will close April 1 to 
June 20. There is a move to change 
the close season on trout by moving 
l the date forward to April 15 instead of 
; the 1st, but nothing definite is known 
about the outcome yet. 


Two Monson men were found guilty 
in the district court Tuesday morning 
of pursuing game out of season, and 
each paid a fine of $20. The men were 
Hebastian Laperst and Tony Jacobs, 
and the complaint was for pursuing 
quail on February 24, Thursday of last 
week. The men pleaded not guilty 
but were found guilty. The Common¬ 
wealth was represented by Deputy 
Fish and Game Commissioner John F. 
Luman of Palmer, while E. E. Hobson 
of Palmer appeared for the defendants. 

The witnesses besides Deputy Luman 
were two young men. They testified 
that while on their way through 
Pearl street in Monson on Feb. 24 they 
saw ihe two defendants. They stated

SAILING TO WIN

Moved Quinine Trees. 

Sir Clements Robert Markham, ex¬ 
plorer, traveler, archeologist, who In¬ 
troduced the cultivation of the quinine 
yielding cinchona trees from Peru in 
British India, an act of incalculable 
value to the world at large, Is now 
eighty-five years of age. For many 
years he held the presidency of the 
Royal Geographical society. His life 
has been one of travel and adventure, 
beginning with the navy In 1844.

Then followed journeys of a 
scientific nature to Peru and Abys¬ 
sinia, and in 1867 he became secretary 
of the India oflice. Many volumes of 
travels, history and of a general char¬ 
acter came from his pen, including 
the masterly "The Incas of Peru.”

Fifty years ago London was one of 
the lowest rented of the great capitals 
of the world. Nowadays it is one of 
the highest. For shops Bond street is 
the dearest thoroughfare In the world. 
Broadway In New York comes next, 
and a limited radius near the Place de 
l’Opera in Paris ranks third. A small 
shop in Bond street readily rents for 
from $6,000 to $7,500 a year. This In¬ 
cludes the shop and basement, but not 
any other part of the premises. The 
shops in Regent street cost even more, 
but then they are larger, thus making 
the rent to the square foot work out 
less.

I wondered if, in 
the event that we came to our own 
home, my boy would have absorbed 
so much of the snobbish atmosphere 
that he would brush by some other 
boy and tell him he was nothing but 
a renter. I can give you another line 
on the snobbery that prevails in the 
capital of our democratic nation when 
I tell you that two of the leading clubs 
in and about Washington bar from 
membership all persons who are in 
trade.' A man may be highly edu¬ 
cated, a well-bred and accomplished 
gentleman, but if he owns an estab¬ 
lishment where anything is bought 
and sold across a counter he cannot 
be a member of a certain one of the 
best clubs, because, as I once heard 
an Englishman express it, ‘the fellow 
works for a living.’ 

“That reminds me that Washington 
more than any other city abounds in 
signs which say, ‘Tradesmen to Rear 
Entrance.’ Everybody seems to have 
a horror of coming into personal con¬ 
tact with persons whose living is pro¬ 
vided by the work they do.” 

RELICS OF ROMAN LONDON 

Interesting Discoveries Made When 

for Any Purpose the Soil Is Dug 
Into'at Some Depth. 

Roman London lies buried about 
eighteen feet below the level of Cheap- 
side. In nearly all parts of the city j 
there have been discovered tessellated i 
pavements, Roman tombs, lamps, [ 
vases, sandals, keys, ornaments, weap¬ 
ons, coins and statues of the Roman 
gods. 

When, a little over a century ago, 
deep sections were made for the sew¬ 
ers in Lombard street, the lowest 
Btratum was found to consist of tes¬ 
sellated pavements. Many colored 
dice were found lying scattered about, 
and above this stratum was a thick 
! layer of wood ashes, suggesting the 
i debris of charred wooden buildings. 

! While building the Exchange work¬ 
men came upon a gravel-pit full of; 
j oyster shells, bones of cattle, old san¬ 
dals and shattered pottery. Two pave- 
t ments were dug up under the French ] 
i church in Threadneedle street, and j 
other pavements have been cut | 
through in several parts of the city. j 
The soil seems to have risen over Ro¬ 
man London at the rate of nearly a 
foot a century. Still further must the 
searcher dig to find the third London, 
the earlier London of the Britons.

Argonne, Where French and Germans 

Are in Conflict, Deserted by Their 
Natural Inhabitants. 

When the history of the present Eu¬ 
ropean war is written, the forest of 
Argonne will be recorded as the 
place where more blood was shed than 
in any other spot on the wide fields 
of conflict. The French made a stand 
there on the first German drive to¬ 
wards Paris, and, later, when the 
Germans were forced hack, it was the 
scene of weeks and months of desper¬ 
ate struggle. 

Not a bird is left in the forest and j 
practically every tree, which remains 
standing, bears the mark of battle. It 
was swept by artillery fire time after 
times, and was the scene of desperate 
hand-to-hand fighting. 

But it was not the first time, for in j 
the campaign preceding the battle of | 
Sedan, In the Franco-German war of 
1870, it was the scene of many san¬ 
guinary struggles. 

The forest covers a number of 
wooded heights, 800 or 900 feet high, 
in the northeastern part of France in 
French Lorraine and Champagne. It 
is about thirty miles long, and from 
one to eight miles wide. It is bounded 
by the sources of the Aisne, runs along 
that river to the Meuse and northward 
to Chene-Populeux, separating a 
stretch of fertile plains from the bar¬ 
ren steppes between Vitry and Se-

Earliest Coal Mining in Alabama. 

The earliest known record of the 
existence of coal in Alabama was - 
made in 1834, but the first statement 
of production in the state is contained 
in the United States census report 
for 1840, in which the amount mined is 
given as 946 tons. The mines of Ala¬ 
bama were probably worked to a con¬ 
siderable extent during the Civil war, 
but there are no specific records until 
1870, for which the United States cen¬ 
sus reports a production of 11,000 
tons. The development of the present 
great industry really began in 1881 
and 1882, when attention was directed 
to the large iron deposits near the city 
of Birmingham. By 1885 the coal pro- 
j duction of the state had increased to 
nearly 2,500,000 tons. In 1914, accord- 
i ing to the United States Geological 
j survey, the production was 15,593,422 
J tons.

Reorganization of State Commissions— 
Civil Service Extension — Old-Age Pen¬ 
sions — The Legislative Scandal — Mc¬ 
Call’s First Veto-Presidential Politics 
Moving. 

Boston, March 6.—Plans for the re¬ 
organization of the state commissions 
do not all come to a successful conclu¬ 
sion at once. Intrenched forms fight 
for their existence. They try to make 
it appear that they are better than the 
proposed substitutes. In some in¬ 
stances they make out a plausible case. 
There is hard sledding for the consoli¬ 
dation of the civil service commission 
with the state board, of economy and 
efficiency. Experts from each board 
testify that it would be unwise tQ put 
the two together because each has its 
own field and the two fields are not 
nearly as much alike as it has been 
made to appear in the inaugural of 
Gov. McCall. Good Republicans on 
the civil service board and among their 
friends make it appear that the work 
of the commission is so distinct from 
the detailed examination into the 
efficiency of the different commissions 
that no one man can perform the 
different functions properly. On the 
other hand, the members of the com¬ 
mission on economy and efficiency are 
equally sure that they ought not to be 
superseded by the civil service com¬ 
mission. The advantage which these 
witnesses have over their critics is that 
they understand the situation, while 
the critics have only a hazy and gener¬ 
al idea of the problems involved. 

At the same time, there is a disposi¬ 
tion to extend the civil service system 
in some quarters. Officials have a 
desire to get under the shelter of its 
wing. For instance, the committee on 
public service has hearings to-day on 
propositions to extend the civil service 
law to the superintendent of public 
buildings in Fall River, to the superin 
tendent of Fall River hospitals, to the 
inspector of lands in Lowell, to the 
Marlboro city marshal and to janitors 
of public buildings in Peabody. After 
30 years of trial it is not likely that 
such petitions would be pending for 
extension of the law unless it had 
proved its merit by experience. At 
the same time, there is objection to 
having it apply in other instances. 
Strong opposition is made to ils ex¬ 
tension to country offices, and the 
country managers produce plenty of 
testimony that things are better as 
they are than they probably would be 
under the merit system. But, in the 
long run, the civil service is purer and 
more efficient under competitive exam¬ 
inations than when offices are the 
spoils of office, and there is no doubt 
that the state is much belter served 
and politics is purer than in the old- 
fashioned way of filling office. 

Another much-debated reform is be¬ 
fore the committee on social welfare 
to-day, that of old age pensions. It is

that he can live as fast and as hard all 
his life as his income will permit and 
then lie down upon his fellow men 
and suffering tax payers to make good 
for him in his old age, w hich begins 
very early, the money which he ought 
to have laid by when he was able to do 
it. The favorite sum which is men¬ 
tioned for this sort of pension is $500 a 
year. Of course that is small enough, 
but when it is proposed to give that 
sum to every person in the state over 
years of age, it is evident that the 
taxpayers will have to hustle to raise 
it and that if so much is raised for the 
support of this class of people, there 
will be much less available for progress 
of the government and of the state as 
a whole jn other ways. It is not to be 
expected that this scheme will go 
through, but the fact that there are 
many people in the state, or the poor 
class, of course, who believe that it is 
right and proper that the public should 
make provision for them illustrates 
one of the dangers in our present state 
of public opinion and the need of bet¬ 
ter information on the part of many 
of our people. Yet there are men sup¬ 
porting this extravagant plan who 
claim to be men of good sense and 
public spirit. If men who are well 
dressed, well educated, good talkers 
and apparently well informed, come 
up and tell the committee what the 
European governments are doing in 
the way of old age pensions, it cannot 
be strange if some of the expectant 
beneficiaries of this bounty take all 
their statements as good law and good 
sense and look to the state to make | 
life idle and happy for them during 
their declining days, without the 
slightest foresight on their part. There 
are a great many people in the state, 
and even if a great many believe this 
scheme utter nonsense, yet there are 
enough who believe otherwise to make 
trouble if they stir up strife, like the 
I. W. W. at the Lawrence strike. 

We are having a bit of legislative 
scandal, for it is scandalous to have a 
legislative investigation of charges in¬ 
volving a member’s honor, even if it is 
proved that there is no foundation for 
the investigation. Representative Fos¬ 
ter of Gloucester, about whom the fog 
has been raised, is that he made a rec¬ 
ord when he was in the 8enate in 1903 



terested and upon whose fate they 
would later vote in their capacity as a 
member of the committee, or jury, be¬ 
fore which they had appeared as advo¬ 
cate. It may seem as if there were im¬ 
propriety in such a course. But, if it 
is, the practice has been carried on 
from time immemorial without cen¬ 
sure, and it seems to be a part of our 
political system whereby members of 
the Senate and House are partisans of 
measures upon which they must vote 
in a supposedly disinterested and ju¬ 
dicial capacity. Hence it is well not 
to throw up the hands just yet in holy 
horror at Foster, but wait and see what 
the testimony is. It may be that he 
will not come out unhurt. But he is 
entitled to the benefit of the facts, 
whatever his character; and, still more, 
the state is not to be smirched before 
the world unless occasion has been 
shown other than a neighborhood quar¬ 
rel or personalities between the mem¬ 
bers, which may be the bottom of this 
case. Foster has demanded and se¬ 
cured an investigation, as well as his 
accuser, who is his fellow representa¬ 
tive from Gloucester, Mr. Lyle. 

Gov. McCall has sent in his first veto, 
but it does not concern a wide circle, 
nor touch any great issue. It was a 
question of local improvement in Bos¬ 
ton, which the bill provided for doing 
by borrowing outside of the debt limit, 
but which the governor was persuaded 
by its critics would be done without 
borrowing and inside of the debt limit. 
But it sets a precedent in vetoing and 
that may have a good effect upon any 
disposition of the Legislature to suppose 
that he does not scan bills carefully.

Historical Society Meeting. 

Interesting Paper on Development of the 
Present Postal System. 

At the meeting of the Historical 
Society Tuesday evening Paul B. Wes¬ 
son read a very interesting and in¬ 
structive paper on “The Development 
of the United States Postal Service.” 
The service was carefully traced from 
1789 with Benjamin Franklin as Post¬ 
master General, when the post offices 
numbered 75 and the total expense of 
the first year was $38,000, to the 
present, when the expense has reached 
to nearly $300,000,000. From the very 
first there has always been a yearly 
deficit till now, when the income is 
slightly in excess of the expense. 
Many interesting details were given of 
the first use of stamps, the postal card, 
the money order system, the present 
parcel post and other interesting items. 

From the fact that no detailed his¬ 
tory of the postal service has been pub¬ 
lished, Mr. Wesson had some difficulty 
in gathering material for his paper. 
He received the hearty thanks of the 
society for his effort and was congratu¬ 
lated upon the success of his research. 
Following the reading of the paper the 
matter of observing the two hundredth 
anniversary of the settling of Palmer 
by John King, which occurs this year, 
was taken up and favorably acted upon, 
and President D. L. Bodfish, O. P. 
Allen and E. W. Carpenter were 
chosen a committee to look into the 
matter and see if arrangements can be 
made to carry out the plan. 

The curator announced the reception 
of these volumes of vital statistics of 
Massachusetts towns: Foxborough, 
Burlington, Cambridge, (Vol. 2.), 
Salisbury and Westford. 

Broke Into Store For Candy.

Boston, March 13^—Prophets have 
been trying to see if they could forecast 
the election of a Western Massachu¬ 
setts speaker after Speaker Cox shall 
have run his usual political course and 
either gone up higher or stepped aside 
to rest temporarily before he resumes 
his upward progress. They have not 
had marked success, certainly not suf¬ 
ficient to make it certain that the 
honor will go to Western Massachu¬ 
setts. Perhaps that part of the state 
would still retain its full share of 
honors in view of its remarkable recent 
record in holding the presidency of the j 
Senate with Presidents Treadway and j 
Coolidge, both coming from the same 
senatorial district. The delegations 
from the four western counties in the 
House have been scanned and there 
are objections to some of their promi¬ 
nent members, so much that their 
chances do not seem to be very good. 

But the member who seems to be best 
fitted and to have the best prospect 
too, putting those two points together, 
is Representative Woodhead of North 
Adams. But the drawback in his case 
is that he is not putting himself for¬ 
ward at all this year as a debaior or a 
general all-around legislator. He is 
not enough of a figure to loom up 
much as a candidate. Yet he is a law¬ 
yer with a distinctly legal mind, and 
he seems to be of good parliamentary 
timber. If he were to develop the am¬ 
bition and to push himself as Chan- j 
ning H. Cox pushed himself there 
j might be a good prospect that Western 
Massachusetts would have the next 
speaker.

, Scientists, It Is Claimed, Have 
ivered Process That Means 
ich to Future of Humanity. 


German scientists have discovered j 
a new method of producing albumen j 
which is likely to have far-reaching 
results. Its immediate effect in Ger¬ 
many is to increase the consumption 
of sugar and to make it still more 
valuable. The story of the discovery 
Is told in the Koelnische Zeitung of 
Cologne, which says: 

‘‘As is known, there are plenty of 
carbohydrates at hand in Germany, 
derived from potatoes, sugar and food 
beets So far, however, foodstuffs 
rich in albumen, such as barley, we j 
have had to import. Now the Insti¬ 
tute for Fermentation-Industrie, at 
Berlin, has succeeded in inventing a ( 
process by which feeding-yeast, with 
more than 50 per cent albumen, is 
produced from sulphate of ammonia 
and sugar. 

“The new process is very simple 
and existing yeast factories can start 
immediately the manufacture of the 
new article without changing their 
installation. 

“By the new process 100 pounds of 
sugar and 62 pounds of sulphate of 
j ammonia yield 270 pounds of dry feed- 
! ing-yeast, containing 50 per cent al- j 
bumen. Being in the position to

Doings of the Legislature. 

Expulsion of Rep. Foster; Punishment 
Unduly Severe —Constitutional Conven¬ 
tion Bill Tax Reform- Workingmen’s 
Compensation — Presidential Delegates 
Situation. 

Boston, March 20. — This expulsion 
of Harry C. Foster of Gloucester, w hich 
the House has effected so promptly, 
unanimously (with one exception) and 
without a word of debate, is not such a 
wonderfully purifying tfnatter as it 
might seem to be on its face. Let it be 
admitted, at the beginning, that Foster 
was not the right sort of man, for a 
member of the Legislature. None the 
less, his reputation has been smirched 
so that he will never recover from it as 
long as he lives. This smirch has been 
put on by the House because he col¬ 
lected money to promote the passage 
of a bill before a committee of which 
he was a member. Let it be admitted 
that this practice is bad and ought to 
be stopped. Surely it ought to be 
made impossible. We can all agree on 
that. But that is the entire offense, 
as far as the House and public know. 
The punishment has been very severe.

But 
Foster can rightly feel that he was 
punished with great severity.

The wooden 
curbing will not be in keeping with 
the new macadam road, and it seems 
a pity that provisions were not made 
to replace the plank with stone. 

The condition of Edward Sika, the 
little seven-years-old boy who was in¬ 
jured lecently by jumping from a roof 
of one of the business places on Com¬ 
mercial street, is not encouraging, and 
it is feared that he will not be able to 
use one of his limbs. 

On Sunday afternoon about 70 men 
of St. Mary’s parish met at the church 
and organized a Holy Name society.

Eastern Part of State. 

Supt. Otis Monroe of the state fish | 
hatchery has been in Andover for sev¬ 
eral days supervising the work of set¬ 
ting up 50 pools in which to rear the 
Chinook salmon which are to be sent 
there within a few days with which to 
stock the Merrimack river. The fish 
that are to figure in the stocking of 
this once famous salmon river were 
hatched at the Palmer plant, will be 
taken to Andover to be fed and reared 
to the fingerling size and liberated in 
the Shawsheen river this fall. The 
number that will be planted in And¬ 
over will amount to thousands. The 
young fish will be shipped over the 
Boston and Maine railroad from Bonds- 
ville in large lot shipments. The ex- 
. periment of stocking this large stream 
with Chinook salmon is to see if the 
’ old-time salmon fishing cannot be re- 
, vived. Should the work prove a suc- 
; cess it is expected to be a large factor 
in reducing the price of salmon, which 
is high owing to the scarcity of the 
! supply. With this end in view the 
commissioners are determined to give 
6 the matter a thorough trial. There are 
1 now about 600,000 young Chinook 
’ salmon between six and seven weeks 
' old at the Palmer hatchery, all of

Use eggs that are strictly fresh, and do not wash them before 
packing. Washing eggs injures the keeping qualities. lo> nine 
pints of boiled water add one pint of liquid glass and mix well by 
stirring. Always reckon one quart of mixture for each dozen oi 
eggs. Be sure that the surface of the mixture in the container is 
at least two inches higher than the top of the eggs. Keep the 
eggs in a dark, cool place, and well covered to prevent evapora¬ 
tion. A cool cellar is a good place to keep them. 

Anv kind of container that is sweet and clean is suitable for 
packing the eggs in, such as earthen or glass jars, tin, galvanized 
iron or wooden pails.

WATER WHEELS OF SYRIA 

Move on Simple Principle But Do the 
Work Required of Them Most 
Effectually. 


Hama, in northern Syria, referred _ 
to in the Old Testament as Hamath 
the Great, is justly famous for its 
huge water wheels. The city lies some j 
[ 110 miles northeast of Damascus on [ 
j the River Orontes, and upon its banks j 
are four large water wheels used for ( 
drawing water for irrigating purposes 
and also for supplying the town, j 
These wheels are driven by the flow 
of the river on what is known as the 
undershot principle; that is to say, 
the wheel is moved by water passing 
beneath it. 

The largest has a diameter of 75 
feet. Upon its outer rim is a series 
of buckets which raise the water and j 
deposit it in the aqueduct at the top. I 
i^ike its companions the wheel is built 
of mahogany, with an axle of iron. 
The creaking of the wheels is inces¬ 
sant day and night, year, in and year 
out, for they never stop. 

It is interesting to note that wheels 
built on this same principle are in 
actual use in this country, in one of 
the fertile valleys of California.—Pop¬ 
ular Science Monthly.

Ammon, at first a pet deity of the 
cl Pharaoh family circle, ultimately 
h eclipsed all the other deities of Egypt, 

■t Libya and Ethiopia, becoming "king 
e of the gods,” and his oracle in the 
present oasis of Siwah achieved such I 


celebrity that Alexander the Great 
considered it necessary to journey 
thither after the battle of Issus in or¬ 
der to be acknowledged the “son of 
God Ammon.” The oracle fell into 
disrepute under the Romans, and Pau- 
sanias reported it dumb A. D. 160. The 
ruins of the temple are to be seen to¬ 
day two miles east of the town of 
Siwah. The Senussi long dominated 
the oasis.

Then they re¬ 
membered the words of their Master, 
that he would rise from the tomb the 
third day. His reappearance and in¬ 
surance that all could conquer the 
grave was the cause of great rejoicing. 

From the time of the flight of the 
children of* Israel from Egypt, the 
Jews had observed the Passover to 
commemorate the night when the an¬ 
gel of death passed over the houses of 
the Hebrews and slew the first-born 
in the houses of the Egyptians. The 
feast of the Passover was being ob¬ 
served by the citizens of Jerusalem at 
the time of the crucifixion.

English Pest Has Found a Way to 
Foil Defensive Efforts of Fruit 
Growers. 

England’s winter moth is one of 
the greatest pests with which the 
fruit growers of that country have to 
contend. It begins to appear in Octo¬ 
ber, and the female, whose wings are 
very short and quite unadapted to 
flight, climbs the trunks of the fruit 
trees and deposits her eggs. These 
hatch out in the spring, and the cater¬ 
pillars soon devour the young leaves. 
Heretofore it has been comparatively 
easy to combat the ravages of the 
pest. Seeing that the female is un¬ 
able to fly, fruit growers place bands 
of a sticky substance around each 
tree. The female, in climbing the 
trunks, comes to the band and is held 
fast.

But the demand of the farmer is 
that the rules shall be framed by some¬ 
body who knows something practical 
about the milk business, and the state 
department of health and the governor 
and council do not have that practica 
knowledge. Hence the farmers believe 
that their position is right and just and 
that the state department is trying to 
treat them unjustly. This makes it 
impossible for the two sides to har¬ 
monize, and the farmers are the victors 
at the present stage of the contest. 
The health department will try to up¬ 
set the report against it, and it looks as 
if there were a strenuous time ahead 
for the agricultural members of the 
^ legislature.

Just a word about rates before we 
conclude this very sketchy outline of 
this great service.

in a single day. The express compa¬ 
nies have made possible this wide dis¬ 
tribution and direct marketing, which 
prevents glutting the market at any 
point and results in good prices. 

Another and quite different illustra¬ 
tion, showing another form of service 
rendered by the express companies, 
may be of interest because of its local 
application. A Palmer firm has for 
some time been using a product which 
could not be satisfactorily obtained in 
this county. It is composed of glass 
and metal and had been obtained 
through an English firm. As a matter 
of fact, the glass portions were made in 
the rough in Austria, the metal por¬ 
tions in France, and the whole was 
finished and assembled in England. 
The European war, involving all these 
countries, made it impossible to obtain 
further supplies from that source. The 
Palmer firm felt rather certain that 
Japanese makers could supply the 
goods desired. It had no business 
connection with that country and no 
knowledge of the best way in which 
to form one. It was rather necessary 
that the goods desired should be made 
exactly according to specification 
and a fair price was also necessary. 
The situation was laid before the for¬ 
eign department of the American Ex¬ 
press Company in New York city by 
mail. After a time the Palmer firm 
was instructed to send samples an 
specifications to a banking firm in 
Yokohama. In due course samples of 
the Japanese product, with prices, were 
received in Palmer. A trial order was 
sent to the express company, together 
with sufficient money to cover the 
manufacturer’s charge in Japan. In 
a reasonable time the goods were re¬ 
ceived in Palmer, having been made 
in Tokyo. They were received by the 
banking house in Yokohama, which 
paid for them and forwarded them to 
San Francisco. At that point the 
American Express Company took 
charge, cleared the goods from the cus¬ 
tom house, paid the duty and for¬ 
warded them to Palmer, collecting all 
charges after the goods were delivered 
in Palmer. The charge for expressage 
from San Francisco to Palmer was 
$2.19, which was all the express com¬ 
pany received for its services. 

All of us who live near a railroad are 
accustomed to seeing freight cars bear¬ 
ing the legend, “Merchants Despatch.” 
Most of us do not know exactly what 

that means, hut we all understand in 
some measure that it signifies a fast 
freight service. This service was 
created by the American Express Com¬ 
pany and was a natural result of the 
growth of the express business. 

About the year 1850 there were 
several independent railroad com¬ 
panies do|r.g business between New 
/York and Buffalo. They were later 
consolidated into the New York Cen¬ 
tral and Hudson River Railroad. But 
at the time mentioned they operated 
independently. Through rates are not 
worked out for a long time after that, j 
and there were no arrangements for 
sending cars beyond the line of the j 
railroad on which the business origi¬ 
nated.

place in this connection. But we may 
mention it for the purposes of compar¬ 
ison. Shippers who have opportunity 
to make a fair comparison seem agreed 
that the parcel post does not supply 
the service offered by the express com¬ 
panies, to any great extent. In the 
carriage of very small packages, espe¬ 
cially of matter which is not subject to 
damage and which is to be carried 
long distances, the post offers the 
advantage of a lower cost. But that 
seems not to be the case except as to 
very small packages. In the matter of 
careful handling, the advantage is 
enormously in favor of the express ser¬ 
vice, which also provides full remuner¬ 
ation for loss, either total loss of the 
package or damage to its contents. 
The parcel post offers no reimburse¬ 
ment except for total loss, and that 
only to a limited extent. 

The parcel post service is offering 
something in the way of bringing pro¬ 
ducers and buyers, together, and it has 
made it possible for those of us who 
desire to patronize the mail order;

In order that no mis¬ 
understanding may arise it is only 
fair to state that this road as far as 
the Monson town line is in fair con¬ 
dition; but in the town of Stafford it 
is very badly rutted. The Massachu¬ 
setts part of this road is to be resur¬ 
faced this summer; $3000 is to be 
spent, half coming from the Monson 
town treasury and half from the 
State under the Small Towns act.

Hear Talk on Prepardness. 


Men’s Club of Congregational Church Q f 

Listens to Adj-Qeneral Cole. Xu 

The largest gathering of the year at 
the Men’s Club of the Congregational 
church Monday evening listened to an 
interesting talk by Adj-General Cole 
of Boston on “Prepardness.” Adj- 
General Cole, who is the highest 
authority in the state and a member 
of the governor’s staff, spoke in a con¬ 
servative, forcible way, pleasing his 
hearers by his sound normal ideas 
rather than by rabid oratory. Salient 
facts of his address were these: 

“We have had five wars in the 
United States, have never been pre¬ 
pared for any of them, have sacrificed 
thousands of lives and millions of dol¬ 
lars because we were not even in a 
measure ready and efficient. 

"As long as competition in business, 
race and religious antagonism, envy, 
hatred and revenge smoulder in the 
human breast, just as long are we lia- 
ble to a national conflict. 

“By being prepared, though by no c 
means desiring conflict, arrogant war-i h 
ring powers are kept at arm’s length, n 
whereas they would readily attack us d 
if we were disarmed, as the pacifist f 
would have us, in carrying out their \ 
plan of territorial and commercial ag¬ 
grandizement. 

“A navy seldom wins a final deci- 5 
give conflict. The real brunt comes on t 
the mobile army. Navies are essential 
however, and ours so far as it goes is { 
fairly efficient. 

“We as a nation should have a mo¬ 
bile army, exclusive of coast defense 
and fortress troops, large enough to j , 
combat successfully with the hostile j 
expeditionary force of any one of the ^ 
great .nations. The major powers 
could land on our shores-- provideJ 
they controlled the sea—from 100,000 
to 400,000 men in from 4 to 20 days. 

“Our coast defenses are up to date as 
far as they go, but the latest super- 
dreadnaughts could lie outside of Bos¬ 
ton harbor out of range of the coast 
defense guns and drop shells all over 
Boston. We need longer range guns 
on our coast. 

"The average citizen is not competent 
in use of firearms or simple military 
tactics. More attention should be paid 
to rifle shooting. The present state 
division of militia is not very satisfac¬ 
tory, as the states stand most of the 
tax, and the national government uses 
the troops except in strike duty or in¬ 
terstate trouble. 

“A crying need is for national unity 
regarding our military policy unbiased 
by mercantile consideration, political 
parties or any other second-rate mttu-

In a recent address to the Society 
of Civil engineers ot France, M. R. Ar- 
noux explained why soldiers are killed 
by the mere bursting of high-explo¬ 
sive shells. A pocket aneroid barome¬ 
ter that had been made unserviceable 
by being too near a German shell 
when it exploded showed that, at a 
distance of less than three meters, the 
explosion had caused in the room 
where the instrument was placed a 
sudden barometric depression of at 
least 350 millimeters of mercury. Now, 
such a depression corresponds to a 
driving velociay in the air of 276 me¬ 
ters a second, and to a dynamic pres¬ 
sure of 10,360 kilograms a square 
meter. That sudden static depres¬ 
sion of the surrounding atmosphere 
kills the men in the trenches,- al¬ 
though it leaves them apparently un¬ 
injured. When the pressure of the 
air decreases too suddenly, the air 
and carbonic acid that the blood holds 
in solution are disintegrated in the 
form of minute gaseous bubbles, and 
are driven by the heart into the small 
arteries. If their diameter is greater 
than that of the small arteries, they 
act, of course, as so many gaseous 
plugs, which instantaneously stop the 
circulation of the blood; and death 
occurs before the return of the at¬ 
mospheric pressure to normal enables 
i the blood to absorb them again. High- 
I explosive shells kill through a smaller 
radius than shrapnel, but they are 
more deadly, for within their radius of 
action no living being can escape.— 
; Youth's Companion. 


Society Takes to Art. 

Society’s latest fad is art study. 
Many young women prominent in so¬ 
ciety are enrolled in the art schools 
here, where they are studying interior 
decoration and costume designing. 
They all express the wish to obtain 
knowledge that will enable them to 
provide for the artistic arrangement 
of their homes and set styles that will 
fix an American standard, and estab¬ 
lish modes entirely distinctive to this 
country. The war has furnished an 
exceptional opportunity in this direc¬ 
tion, and many American artists are 
endeavoring to seize upon it to en¬ 
courage the advancement of art and 
fashions that carry American charac¬ 
teristics. One of the directors of a 
well-known school here says that so¬ 
ciety’s interest is a sound refutation 
of a sometime popular notion that 
women of society devote their time en¬ 
tirely to frivolities. He says the ros¬ 
ter of those who have shown enthusi¬ 
asm over the practical work involved 
in their presence at the school is al¬ 
ready large and growing constantly.— 
New York Times.

The great cost of the shells used in 
warfare has astounded most persons 
who are unfamiliar with such mat¬ 
ters, and in answer to a correspond¬ 
ent asking why cheaper shells made 
of cast iron were not made use of in 
preference to the more expensive steel, 
the Engineer of London has the fol¬ 
lowing: In the first place, where 

shrapnel is concerned, the number of 
bullets is reduced because the walls 
of the projectile must be made thick¬ 
er. There is not an objection in high- 
explosive shells, which call for walls 
thicker than is necessary for strength, 
but there is danger of cast iron shells 
developing cracks during manufacture, 
and there would be a risk of such 
shells bursting in the gun. Another 
objection is that a cast-iron shell la 
liable to be inaccurate In its flight. 
The projectile must be in perfect bal¬ 
ance with the walls, not only of the 
same thickness all around, but homo¬ 
geneous. At the high speed of revo¬ 
lution, the slight difference in weight 
on one side would cause irregular 
shooting. The steel shell is machined 
inside and out, to insure uniformity; 
but if a shell were cast on a core and 
the core were not absolutely concen¬ 
tric, the center of gravity would not 
lie exactly in the longitudinal axis of 
the shell. Furthermore, the making 


Co-Operative System Grows. 

The co-operative system is growing 
in Scotland, despite the war. The 
report of the Scottish Co-operative 
Wholesale society for the first half of 
1915, recently made public, shows that 
the volume of business transacted was 
greater than in any corresponding 
period in the past. To some extent 
this was due to the higher market 
prices of goods, but in nearly every 
department the quantities of goods 
sold showed large increases.

Poisoning by Aeroplane Varnish. 

The enormously increased produc¬ 
tion of aeroplanes during the war 
lends point to a warning regarding the 
varnish employed. At the aeroplane 
works in Johannisthal a number of 
workmen employed in the varnishing 
department were taken seriously ill, i 
ahd two deaths resulted. The most 
important symptom was jaundice due : 
to decomposition of the blood. On 
investigation the cause was found to 
be poisoning by tetrachlorethane, the 
only solvent known for the highly 
combustible acetylcellulose. These ac¬ 
cidents led to an order forbidding the 
use of solvents containing a high per¬ 
centage of tetrachlorethane.—Scien 
tilic American.

The garden is locate ' on land which 
has not been cropped recently until 
1915. One corner is very gravelly and 
light, while the other is just average 
fine loam. Well rotted stable manure 
was applied to the soil when it was 
plowed early in the spring. The 
ground has been allowed to stand until 
last Saturday and the witch grass had 
grown six inches high and was nearly 
as thick as grass is out in the meadows. 

Mr. Doherty by means of a wheel cul¬ 
tivator, fork and hoe has succeeded in 
loosening the top soil again, and, by 
raking the witch grass off, made the 
plot present a comparatively clean ap¬ 
pearance. Last Saturday Swiss chard, 
which many know as a fine summer 
green, was put in two-thirds of the 
first row, and chicory or French endive 
in the rest of the row. The seed were 
put in one-half inch deep and rows of 
small stuff 14 inches apart. 

Kale, Crosby Egyptian beets, carrots, 
lettuce, parsnips and radish were also 
planted in like manner. The rows are 
43 inches long, as a ro\v is planned 
running the opposite way one foot 
from the ends, thus giving a hedge 
effect to the garden. A row of toma¬ 
toes on stakes will be planted on the 
outside nearest the hotbeds; Brussels 
sprouts and cauliflower will be on the 
lower side, with peppers, red pear and 
yellow plum tomatoes, egg plant, okra 
and martynia on the other. Only 
a few plants of these will be raised, 
just to show what they are like, as it 
takes only a few plants to supply the 
home needs. 

Monday afternoon Detroit dark red 
beets, salsify or oyster plants, kohlrabi, 

Chinese cabbage, parsley, New Zea¬ 
land spinach, leaks and onion seed will 
be sown. Skips are left for mustard, 
corn salad, onion sets and endive, 
which are coming from another seed 
firm. Starting from the side and work¬ 
ing toward the smaller stuff just plant¬ 
ed, a row was planted to early cabbage. 

Early beans were planted in the next 
row, these rows being spaced two feet 
apart with early peas in the next. A 
skip was left for a row of late beans; 
the next row has mix-season peas. A 
row was left for cucumbers and squash. 

Next is a row of Golden Bantam corn. 

A skip is left for winter squash, 
then squantum or excelsior corn was 
planted. 

It is getting late to set early cabbage 
and lettuce plants, but attempts will 
be made to get desirable plants, and 
these will be set out the latter part of 
the week. Salamander or tennis ball 
lettuce and Alaska pear for early peas, 
with Gradus for midseason peas and 
Keene’s rust-proof golden wax for early 
string beans, were set. Shell beans 
have not been purchased as they are 
very scarce. 

Those who have not started back 
yard gardens will be interested to start 
them immediately and follow along 
with the demonstration garden. This 
column will be specially interesting to 
those who have not raised vegetables 
in the past.

report on the table, there being an 
evident impression that it was thus 
effectively disposed of. Then under 
the other article a motion to discharge 
the committee was ruled out of order, 
as the article had to do only with the 
town’s action on the report. Thus the 
matter can be brought up again at any I 
time, but it is unlikely that it will re- j 
ceive material consideration. 

The meeting was very largely at¬ 
tended, and many women were present. 
The moderator was Charles M. Streeter. 

At the annual town meeting in Febru¬ 
ary no action was taken on articles in 
the warrant pertaining to the relations 
between the”Academy and the town 
other than the appointing of acommit- 
tee“to investigate conditions relative to 
the contract with the trustees of the 
Hitchcock Free Academy.” It was to 
hear the report of this committee that j 
the town meeting was called. 

Charles W. Waldron opened for the 
committee, speaking briefly of the dif¬ 
ficulties (ft the committee in obtaining 
a satisfactory and unbiased report. He 
stated that the committee had no 
recommendations to make, and then 
called on the secretary of the commit¬ 
tee, I .eon S. Oliver, who read a lengthy 
report containing numerous recom¬ 
mendations. The report was signed 
by the full committee, Fred N. Law¬ 
rence being the third member. 

The report started with the town 
meeting in 1914 when the town voted j 
to assume the control and superintend¬ 
ence of the Academy and authorize its 
school committee to sign a contract 
with the trustees. At that time Orus 
E. Parker, chairman of the finance 
committee of the Academy trustees t 
informed the town that to make this 
contract would cost the town nothing. 
The town began to operate theAcademy 
in September and the committee finds 
that four months later the school com¬ 
mittee had expended on account of the 
Academy $781 not appropriated for the 
purpose. So far as the committee can 
learn, the town has not yet been reim¬ 
bursed. At the next annual meeting 
am appropriation of $500 w’as made for 
the Academy, with the understanding 
that it was to be repaid, and Sept. 30, 
1915, the school committee asked for 
another appropriation, to be repaid, and 
got it. 

The report then went into figures 
given the voters by Supt. of Schools 
F. A. Wheeler, which the committee 
finds are at variance with the state¬ 
ment of the treasurer. Mr. Wheeler 
gave the'.income as over $5000. The 
committee finds that it was less than 
$5000. The committee also finds that 
money appropriated for town schools 
only, has been used for expenses of the 
Academy. 

Orus E. Parker, chairman of the 
finance committee of the Academy 
trustees, replied in a forceful Vvay to 
the committee’s criticisms. He point¬ 
ed out in a very emphatic way the bene¬ 
fit derived by the townspeople without 
cost to the town in the education of 
their children from the founding of 
the school 60 years ago until the time 
of making it a town high school. Also 
he showed the additional benefit de¬ 
rived by the town since entering this 
contract and how the school had been 
during its first year an asset to the 
town to the extent of $125. It is true 
that in the early days of the contract 
more money was used for the Academy

Started in Shed With Chicken Brooder. 

Fire Confined to Building. 

Loss $1000. 

A fire was discovered soon after 3 
o’clock yesterday morning in the barn 
in the rear of Mrs. Frances Lawrence’s 
home on the corner of Thorndike and 
Pleasant streets. The blaze started in 
the rear of the building, in which was 
located a brooder with about 120 small 
chickens. About 100 of the birds were 
killed by the fire, heat and smoke. 

The alarm was pulled from box 57, at 
the engine house, and the department 
made quick time to the corner of 
Thorndike and Pleasant streets, 
stretching two lines of llose from the 
hydrant there, one to each side of the 
burning building.

was approved by the attorney general ' 
before being signed by the trustees and 
and the school committee. Two drafts 
were made that did not meet the ap¬ 
proval of the attorney general. The 
last was approved by him with the 
statement that it was very liberal to 
the town. 

The arrangement by which the 
Academy has been successfully admin¬ 
istered for the past two years originat¬ 
ed with recommendations made to the 
trustees by representatives of the State 
Board of Education, who showed that 
the school would have financial aid 
from the state by the arrangement and 
that there would be more co-ordination 
of the educational facilities of the town. 
A special town meeting was held in 
July, 1914, at which the matter was 
very thoroughly discussed. It was 
sho\*fn that the property of the Acad¬ 
emy *would be fully controlled by the 
trustees, who would grant the net an¬ 
nual income of the instruction fund to 
the school committee. To this would 


trustees subject to the approval of the 
attorney general and the State Board 
of Education. 

The trustees present at a special 
meeting held in August voted unani¬ 
mously to accept the provisions of the 
contract approved by the attorney 
general and thereby they yielded to 
the school committee the management 
of the Academy in order that the time- 
honored institution might continue to 
prosper and give the best possible ad¬ 
vantages to the young people attend¬ 
ing it. The arrangement was made 
for three years, at the close of which 
the contract could be renewed or dis¬ 
continued. It has been in operation 
nearly two years. At the biennial re¬ 
union of the Academy alumni associa¬ 
tion last August any protest that might 
arise in the minds of alumni to the new 
administration was removed by the 
clear setting forth of the arrangement 
by the late Edward S. Butterfield, 
treasurer of the Academy corporation, 
who showed how the Academy had 
been enabled to continue in its course 
as a progressive institution.

HOW MODERN YEGG WORKS

Up-to-Date Thief Would Scorn to Use 
the “Jimmy” Employed by 
His Predecessors. 

In the American Magazine is an 
exceedingly interesting story entitled, 
“A Fool and His Money,’’ which has 
been written by a sixty-year-old crook 
who has earned a dishonest but com¬ 
fortable living for 30 years. Follow¬ 
ing is an extract in which the author 
describes a “gentleman burglar:”

DIFFER ON TEMPORARY STARS 

Astronomers Have Two Views as to 
How the Somewhat Mysterious 
Bodies Originate. 

Most of the textbooks suggest that 
temporary stars, or “novae,” may re- j 
suit either from the collision of two 
bodies in space or from a sudden ex¬ 
plosion or eruption of a single body. 
Professor Hale, in his recent review 
of the last ten years’ work at Mount 
Wilson, states that a more plausible 
hypothesis is that of a faint star sud¬ 
denly plunging into a gaseous nebula. 
The spectra of novae, after passing 
through remarkable changes, have usu¬ 
ally been supposed to correspond 
closely in their last visible stage with 
the spectra of nebulae. Observations 
at Mount Wilson, however, are in har¬ 
mony with an observation of Hart¬ 
mann in showing that there is, at least 
in some cases, a still later stage, in 
which the characteristic lines of the 
nebular spectrum disappear, as if the 
star had finally passed out of the ne¬ 
bula which caused its sudden outburst 
of luminosity. On this hypothesis, the 
temporary brightness of these stars 
would be analogous to that of a me¬ 
teorite passing through the earth’s at¬ 
mosphere and raised to incandescence 
by friction.—Scientific American. 

Tolerance in Russia. 

There is one test of a civilized 
country which is now universally rec¬ 
ognized.

Let us see briefly what this means 
in all the Russias. The governing 
class, drawn from inner Russia, be¬ 
longs, of course, to the strict orthodox 
Greek church.

Consumption of Gasoline. 

In estimating consumption of gaso¬ 
line statisticians usually figure con¬ 
sumption by motor owners as the prin¬ 
cipal demand on refiners and lump 
other consumption as not of great im¬ 
portance. However, President Brace 
of the National Association of Dyers 
and Cleaners, recently called atten¬ 
tion to the great amount of gasoline 
used by cleaning establishments. He 
says that the annual consumption of 
gasoline for this purpose in the Uni¬ 
ted States exceeds 70,000,000 gallons 
and is increasing all the time. Clean¬ 
ers, according to Mr. Brace, use gaso¬ 
line as laundries do water, and in fig¬ 
uring on the consumption of gasoline 
in this country he says the statist!- ; 
cians must not forget the great de- ; 
mands made on the refiners by the 
cleaners.—Wall Street Journal.

One Story in Height, the Equal of Any A 
Building in the State. 

The committee elected at the annual 
town meeting to erect a school build- r 
ing to replace the old No. 8 school has d 
decided on plans for the new structure, o 
awarded the contract and started its t 
campaign of construction. After care- t 
ful investigation it was decided that 
the one-story type of building was ? 
best adapted to country schools of this t 
character, doing away with stairways 
and eliminating fire hazards, etc. 

The plans call for four class rooms, 
an assembly hall, teachers’ room, toilet 
and cloak rooms, all on one floor. The 
basement will be unoccupied except 
by the heating plant, but can be 
adapted to several usages, as it will 
have a finished floor and ceiling and 
full length widows on the west side. 

The latest improved heating, light¬ 
ing, ventilating and plumbing systems 
will be installed, including electric 
lights and an electric clock in each 
room. The class rooms will be 
furnished in hard wood, with terrazzo 
floors and slate stairs. When com¬ 
pleted the building will be the equal 
of any of its size in Massachusetts in 
point of arrangement, construction and 
equipment. 

The land for the school was given to 
the town by A. D. Ellis, he removing 
the buildings thereon, grading the lot 
and preparing it for the new building 
at his expense. Mr. Ellis, with Carlos 
M. Gage and Alvin E. Shaw, consti¬ 
tute the building committee.

Boston, May 29.— Western Massa- hi 
chusetts will get a start for its school 
for the feeble-minded at Belchertown ^ 
in spite of the opposition of the com- st 
mittee on public institutions. It seems j( 
that the enterprise is not at all in a y 
forward stage. Trustees have not been v 
appointed. Plans for the buildings tl 
have not been made. Uncertainty v 
marks the present situation. Hence n 
the committee felt that the state s 0 
money ought not to be voted in any 
material proportion of the $720,000 n 
which the institution is expected to a 
cost eventually. They thought that x 
$15,00*0 would be enough for this year, v 
just to make a start with some of the r 
buildings now standing on the prop t 
erty which have been taken. But the j 
friends of the institution did not like j 
such a small beginning and they final- s 
]y carried through the House an j 
amendment to make the sum $160,000. , 
This will enable quite a start to be , 
made, and when the trustees have been , 
appointed and plans made, the build¬ 
ings will grow. 

There has been completed the revo- J 
lution in the state board of insanity, 
and Charles E. Ward of Buckland 
loses the commissionship to which he 
was appointed by Gov. Walsh. He 
holds his office till August. He will 
leave behind him, for the short time 
during which he filled the office of 
practical business man on the com¬ 
mission, a high reputation and a record 
of having done faithful service for state 
and saved much more than his salary , 
in the economies and wise expendi- j 
tures which he secured. He ought to 
be retained in the service of the state 
if the governor can find some similar 
position where his knowledge of state 
finance, made valuable by long and 
competent service as chairman of the 
House and Senate committees on ways 
and means, can be turned to account

Love and a well-filled stomach go 
well together, but hatred and treach¬ 
ery are born In an underdone steak, 
the Farm and Fireside remarks. Bad 
cooking is directly responsible for a 
large percentage of the divorce evil 
and much of the crime committed—in 
fact, it might well be classed as a 
crime in itself. 

Bank examining is all well enough 
for its purpose, but the examination of 
cooks and kitchens is far more impor¬ 
tant. Of what avail are our pure-food 
laws if all food may be ruined in the 
kitchen? 

A good cook is the greatest states¬ 
man in the country in the true sense 
of the term. 

No one should be permitted to cook 
in any rublic eating house who has not 
been examined, found competent and 
licensed; and bad cooking—such as 
now exists in many public places— 
should be a misdemeanor punishable 
by law.

Destroying Microbe*. 

The odor of cloves has been known 
to destroy microbes in thirty-five min¬ 
utes; cinnamon will kill some species 
in twelve minutes, thyme ip thirty-five 
minutes. In forty-five minutes com¬ 
mon wild verbena Is found effective, 
while the odor of some geranium 
flowers has destroyed various forms of 
microbes in fifty minutes. The es¬ 
sence of cinnamon is said to destroy 
the typhoid fever rificrobe in twelve 
minutes, and is recorded as the most 
effective of all odors as an antiseptic. 
It is now believed that flowers which 
are found in Egyptian mummies were 
placed there more for their antiseptic 
properties than for merely ornamental 
or sentimental purposes.

Rare Old Bible. 

I. G. Giltner, 224 Harris avenue, is 
the possessor of a Bible which he 
says has been in his family more than 
100 years, relates the Indianapolis 
News. This Bible was in the flood 
in West Indianapolis and was rescued 
though in a somewhat damaged con¬ 
dition. It is a folio of more than 1,000 
pages and contains not only the gen¬ 
erally accepted books of the Old and 
New Testaments, but the apocryphal 
books of the Old Testament. It is print¬ 
ed in rare old German text, and the 
illustrations, which are numerous, ap¬ 
pear to be of a much earlier date than 
the book itself. The following is a 
translation of a part of the full-page 
title of the book: “BIblia: That is 
the entire Holy Scripture of the Old 
and New Testaments with their trans¬ 
lation into our German mother-tongue 
as begun by Herr Doctor Martin Lu¬ 
ther in 1522 and completed in 1534; 
and afterward with the summaries of 
Herr Johann Sanberti; also with di¬ 
verse instructive explanations above 
every chapter, by Herr Doctor Salo¬ 
mon ; now provided with entirely new 
and beautiful copper pictures; with a 
preface by Herr Johann Michael Dill- I 
herrn. Published by the Johann 
Andrea Trades company, 1788, Nurem¬ 
berg. 

John Adams a Hard Loser. 

John Adams, second president of 
the United States, was not a good 
loser. He wanted another term, and 
worked hard for it. None of the can¬ 
didates received a majority of the 
electoral votes, and the election was 
thrown into the house of representa- 
[ tives. But Adams had no choice 
there, for he was third In the race, 

| and only the two having the highest 
, number of electoral votes could be 
voted for. Thus the choice lay be¬ 
tween JefTerson and Burr, and Jeffer¬ 
son won. Adams was very much dis¬ 
gruntled, and did everything in his 
power to make things unpleasant for 
his successor. He filled every vacant 
office he could lay his hands on, so 
as to leave as little patronage as pos¬ 
sible for Jefferson. Not only so, but 
in the closing hours of his administra¬ 
tion he and his party associates cre¬ 
ated twenty-three new judgeships, for 
which there was no necessity, and 
worked till the stroke of midnight on 
March 3d filling out and signing com¬ 
missions for these “midnight judges,” 
as they were called.

We have complained of our foun- dii 
tain pens, but the constant mending mi 
required by quill pens must have “\ 
proved a severe trial in the days when gp 
no others were available, says the wi 
London Chronicle. Alexander I of H 
Russia thought it necessary to employ Fi 
a man whose sole duty consisted in 
cutting pens. He was required to 
have a supply of not less than one 
hundred quills always ready. 

This number was by no means ex- Pi 
cessive, for Alexander would never use m 
the same pen twice. Even the writ- gi 
ing of a signature spoiled a pen, in m 
his opinion, for subsequent use. The K 
quill cutter, who received a salary of ^ 
£340 a year, accompanied the czar in R 
all his journeys, including campaigns ^ 
i against Napoleon.

“Though 
quill pens are still in use,” he remarks 
in his “Recollections of Seventy I 
Years,” ‘1 remember the time when " 
one seldom saw any other kind.

Before calling by telephone, consult the telephone directory 
and be sure to obtain the correct number. Mistakes 
often result from taking numbers from letter heads, 
business cards or private memoranda. Do not rely on 
memory. 

Give the number to the operator distinctly and in a moderate 
tone of voice. With the lips about half an inch 
from the mouthpiece, speak clearly the name of the 
Central office and each numeral, separating the figures 
of the telephone number, for example, Oxford, 
four-one-five-0 (4150). 

Listen when the operator repeats the number. Say “ Yes ” 
if it is right. If she does not quote it correctly, tell her 
so at once and repeat the correct number. 

The receiver should be held at the ear until the called party 
answers or some report is given by the operator. As a 
matter of courtesy the person making the call should be 
ready to talk as soon as the line is connected. 

The identity of the person calling should be announced as soon 
as the called station answers. If a wrong station 
has been called, say to the person answering, “I 
beg your pardon, you were called by mistake.” Signal 
the operator, state that a wrong connection was made 
and ask for the correct number. 

The party calling should end the conversation by saying 
“ Good-bye,” leaving no doubt in the mind of the 
party called that the conversation has ended. , 

There are three parties to every telephone message: the 
person calling, the operator and the person called. Im¬ 
provement in telephone service can be made, over and 
above all that the company can do, if the subscriber or 
user, when making a call, will extend his co-operation.

Mistakes 
often result from taking numbers from letter heads, 
business cards or private memoranda. Do not rely on 
memory. 

Give the number to the operator diitinctly and in a mderate 
tone of voice. With the Ups about half an inch 
from the mouthpiece, speak clearly the name of the 
Central office and each numeral, separating the figures 
of the telephone number, for example, Oxford, 

four-one-five-0 (4150). 

Listen when the operator repeat, the number. Say “ Yes’’ 

if it is right. If she does not quote it correctly, tell he 
so at once and repeat the correct number. 

The receiver should be held at the ear until the called party 
answers or some report is given by the operator. As a 
matter of courtesy the person making the call should be 
ready to talk as soon as the line is connected. 

The identity of the person calling should be announced as soon 
M the called station answers. If a wrong station 
has been called, say to the person answering, I 
beg your pardon, you were called by mistake.” Signal 
the operator, state that a wrong connection was made 
and ask for the correct number.

The inspection of our home garden 
demonstration and experimental plot 
at Mr. Doherty’s the early part of the 
week showed that the garden is doing 
very well and presents a very satisfac¬ 
tory appearance. The tomatoes looked 
very well; Chalk’s Early Jewel and 
Earlianna have set tomatoes, while the 
others are in heavy bloom. One of the 
dwarf stones is dead, probably killed 
by a little too much lime or fertilizer 
worked around the plant. Both the 
lime and fertilizers were spread broad¬ 
cast. but even under ideal conditions it 
is sometimes impossible to prevent a 
.surplus amount of these materials 
j around the roots of tender plants in 
later hoeings. Tomatoes need to be 
tied to stakes and t ie stakes will be 
put in very soon. T he lateral shoots 
and branches have o. carefully re¬ 
moved. Mr. Doherty is . anning to 
train his tomatoes two stalks to a 
stake. It has been possible to do this 
by saving one lateral branch on each 
plant. 

Radishes have done better than they 
looked as if they might at an inspec¬ 
tion a week ago. The maggots were 
getting in their work then but look as 
though they were most serious at that 
! particular period; 15 large bunches of 
radishes have been retailed at five 
cents each, thus making the first real 
! income on the garden. There have 
j been enough for the home and one 
i more large picking will be made. This j 
! will not dispose of all the radishes, but j 
| following out the general policy of pro-! 
ducing for the home and for the mar¬ 
ket only the best vegetables possible 
the remaining radishes will be pulled 
out and destroyed, as they are likely 
to be stringy, corky and not highly de- 
i sirable. Swiss chard plants are to be 
transplanted in this row six inches, 
apart. 

The vine crops like squashes, cucum¬ 
bers and cantaloupes are not doing 
well. This is not only true of this plot | 
but true of neighbors’ gardens and 
other gardens throughout Hampden 
county. It seems to be an especially 
bad year for the vine crops. The 
striped beetles are especially bad, and 
as previously suggested one of the best 
ways of controlling them is to protect 
by mosquito netting or spraying with 
strong arsenate of lead. Sulpho naph- 
thol proved a good repellant last year 
and has been used this year, although 
with not as good success as previously. 
The beetles do not seem to like the 
odor. 

The witch grass is nearly killed out 
and it is an easy matter now to finish 
this particular task which was started 
in the early part of the season. If the 
leaves are kept hoed off from the 
witch grass once or twice a week for 
two or three weeks longer, the root 
system will be starved out and the 
plants killed. 

The chicory is growing nicely and 
looks very much like green lettuce or 
endives. The leaves are a very dark 
green color, long and slender. Carrots 
are getting sufficient size now, as well 
as the parsnips, to show the rows well. 
The carrots are a little thin in some 
| sections. This is probably due to some 
of the seed being in a little too deep. 

Kohlrabi has been thinned and as a 
result there are now many plants 
which should be taken out and trans- 
: planted. The boy and girl volunteers 
in Palmer as well as the older people 
who desire to purchase kohlrabi, arti- 


, chokes, and similar vegetables can ob¬ 
tain plants at this garden at a reason¬ 
able figure because the garden is a 
demonstration and experimental plot, 
part of the expense of which is borne 
by the town. 

The leaf hoppers seem to be especial¬ 
ly plentiful on turnips, though they 
probably will not do much harm. If 
one desires to control these fellows it 
‘ can be done by using any of the 
tobacco extracts, Black ljeaf 40 being 
a common brand on the market. Full ^ 
directions appear on the cans.

few days more of warm weather ought 
to encourage the okra a good deal. 
Corn salad is growing, but looks much 
I like weeds at the present time. Corn 
seems to be growing slowly, due to the 
fact that we have had very little warm 
weather. The lettuce plants which 
were purchased and set out between 
| the hills of corn look very well, and 
several heads can be used or sold 
within a short time. Beans present 
rather discouraging appearance, but 
! this is typical of conditions all over 
the county. They are altogether too 
thick and will have to be thinned. 
The shell beans have a great many 
spots on the leaves, which are probably 
| one of the fungous diseases. There is 
a little “damping off,” though not a 
great deal. Early peas are just coming 
I into bud and bloom. Other people 
are picking peas from their gardens, 
especially those who planted early in 
the season at a time when peas should 
ordinarily be planted. Mid-season 
I string beans are doing much better 
; than the early beans.
